OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


FOR THE YEAR 1868-9. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


At the annual election of March last, Mr. E.G. Emery was 
chosen your Superintending School Committee, and having resigned, 
I was appointed to fill the vacancy on the 28th of August, took the 
customary oath, and entered upon the duties of my office. 

Subsequent to my appointment, Mr. Emery sent me reports of 
the Summer Terms in the following districts: Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,6, 
7, 8, 10 and 12, and J, of course, have nothing to do with them but 
to see that they are printed for the benefit of those interested in our 
schools, if any there be. 

I have no apology to make as to the Report I herewith submit, 
and will only say, I should ‘“‘have done many things I have left un- 
done,” had not sickness preyed upon me-on the eve of the hour set 
apart for performing this duty. 

I shall be brief, and, although I will do the best I can, and give 
thanks that there is no human law against a man’s being sick while 
he holds office, and when he cannot help it, I have to say generally, 
that whom it hits may have knowledge of the sting—that you who 
have good school houses know it—you who have those whose con- 
dition ought to be bettered should think more of your children, and 
you who have disgraces to the name, must never let me hear you 
‘tery aloud” that no child is with you in old age. God has given 
them instinct when you have shut the door to knowledge, and as the 
drift of ‘‘tidal waves” on which young New England, as well as 
your own ‘‘cottage flowers,” is towards the setting sun, so will your 
compensation be for most wanton neglect, the ‘‘dead” shall ‘bury 
the dead.” 
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SCHOOL MONEY. 


This town should raise $300 this year for schools. All Coos and 
Grafton look to those things, and act the generous part. Are we 
to be shamed, while sitting under the drippings of our Capital? 
Begin a good work while the day lasts. Are the admonitions of 
your own consciences unheard, in the chagrin of your children? 
It is our children that hereafter do life’s work. We are already 
‘trusty iron.” 


MR. E. G. EMERY’S REPORT. 
District No. 1. 


Miss Abbie F. Keniston kept the summer term. This is the 
smallest school in town; numbering only four scholars. This little 
school maintained a healthy and progressive existence for six weeks 
and then passed an examination creditable alike to teacher and 
scholars. 


District No. 2. 


During the summer term, the school was incharge of Mrs. Clara 
K. Atwood. The average attendance in this school was quite equal 
to any in town. At the closing examination the school seemed to 
be well disciplined, but there was an apparent lack in the full com- 
prehension of the principles of the studies pursued, that indicated a 
want of real zeal and industry, on the part of the scholars, in the 
duties of the school room. Little valuable will be accomplished in 
school without earnest work. ‘The teacher, in her remarks, says; 
_ “Some of the scholars have not been as studious as they might have 
been.” 


Districr No. 3. 


This school, duriig the summer term, was under the instruction 
of Miss Eliza A. Buswell. At its commencement the school afford- 
ed indications of becoming a successful and profitable one. Not re- 
ceiving reasonable notice of its close, I did not visit it a second 
time. Having no evidence to the contrary, I conclude the results 
were satisfactory. 
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District No. 4. 


Miss Pauline S. Miller, the teacher in summer. Miss Miller 
possesses excellent literary qualifications for one so young; being, 
when examined, only sixteen years of age. She entered upon her 
work with an evident determination to do her best. Experience 
will make her an excellent teacher. At the examination the condi- 
tion of the school as to progress and discipline seemed to be fair. 


Districr No. 5. 


Miss Sarah A. Pettengill was the teacher the first term. This 
lady possesses much executive talent, is active and energetic in the 
performance of her school duties, awakening a like spirit in her pu- 
pils. At the close of the school, there was evidence of fair pro- 
gress. 


District No. 6. 


Charles R. Clark kept the summer school. This was the second 
term in succession this teacher had taught in this district. The 
good reputation he acquired in the first was fully sustained in the 
last. He-has given this school the benefit of two terms of correct 
and faithful instruction. We found in the school at its close, har- 
mony abounding, order and progress good. 


District No. 7. 


This school, in summer, was taught by Miss Mary E. Cilley. 
Any place is singularly fortunate that has Miss Cilley for its teach- 
er. Much had been expected of her here from the deservedly high 
reputation her ‘*Select School,” in the spring, at East Andover, had 
acquired; which, for thorough and systematic instruction, has, 
probably, never had its superior in town. If ability, culture, judg- 
ment and devotion on the part of the teacher, obedience, industry, 
prompt and accurate recitations on the part of scholars, contribute 
to make a good school, ‘“‘then this was one of the best of the good 
ones.” The influence of such instruction upon children is felt dur- 
ing their whole lives. It becomes a part of themselves. They 
never outgrow or outlive it. 


Districr No. 8. 


This school, in summer, was kept by Maria H. Haley. Miss 
Haley has had much valuable experience in the school room, all of 
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which found a use here in her own native district. The school was 
~ uniformly found in a pleasant, orderly and progressive state. Im- 
provement decided. The Register showed altogether too many 
marks for tardiness and irregularity of attendance. When will pa- 
rents learn to act for the best interests of their children? 


Distrricr No. 10. 


Miss Drucilla Blaisdell, teacher in summer. Miss Blaisdell has 
been so long and favorably known as a teacher in town, that she 
needs no words of commendation. Her schools have uniformly 
shown a faithful and intelligent devotion to duty that have ever given 
them a high place among the schools of the town. But, during 
this term, she seems to have surpassed even herself. The school, 
at its close, afforded indubitable proof of the most faithful and ex- 
act training, not only in the ready recitation of the text, but, also, 
in the clear and intelligent comprehension of the principles involved. 
The district may well have a just pride in the present prosperous 
condition of its school. 


District No. 12. 


Miss Jennie E. Colby taught the school in summer. This was a 
very pleasant and profitable term of school. The teacher possesses 
those qualities of heart and mind that gained the control of the 
school with but little effort, governing when least seeming to govern. 
The school was in a prosperous, happy condition during the term. 
The examination showed excellent improvement in all the branches 
taught. 


MY SPECIAL REPORT. 


No. 2, CILLEYVILLE. 


As to this school, see Mr. Emery’s report,.summer term. Inone 
thing she has surely been a marvel, only 3 tardinesses, 3 dismissals. 


No. 38, West ANDOVER. 


The same teacher that had No. 7 second term. A trained regu- 
lar. Is very ambitious. Is having in this district as she did in No. 
7, a very good school. She works, deserves success, and has it. I 
count her one of my best teachers. ‘The school closes in about four 
weeks. 
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No. 4, Moosrum. 


There are brains, fire and life in this school. Not an ill-disposed 
scholar, neither are they tame. ‘The teacher who commenced this 
school had charge of the summer term in No. 10. Mr. Emery 
thinks highly of her. The people of that district spoke in her 
praise, and even here all say she had good gifts to make scholars 
learn. She left in the midst of the term. Although she is a good 
scholar, she seems to be void of moral power, one great essential to 
give tone and ring to the executive department of any government: 

Nellie took the reins of government,and the machine ran. There 
are many that can beat her on the instructive score, who don’t 
amount to anything, because they do not possess what she does, to 
wit: the moral power to enforce ‘‘heaven’s first law.” And Nellie 
with that forte every-day teachers don’t beat you. 26 tardinesses, 
31 dismissals. 


No. 5, Beecn Hitt. 


This is her second term. Order and progress good. I recom- 
mend the next teacher that enters this school to at once find out 
whether she can get along with any scholar or not, and if not, have 
him turned out of school. 97 tardinesses, 15 dismissals. 


No. 7, Taunton Hitt. 


Second term was in the charge of a trained regular. This dis- 
trict has a very superior class of scholars, and the district, as a 
_ whole, take marked interest in school affairs, and it counts. I ask 
those, dead and rotting in apathy as to school matters, to visit every 
household in this district and notice the children. I find only one 
out, and that with parents; too many tardinesses and dismissals, to 
wit: 150,-11. | 

Third term was commenced by a Miss Kelly, as I am informed, 
who in one week left upon the plea of somebody’s ‘‘sickness,” and 
that she ‘‘got more than she bargained for.” The teacher who 
closed No. 4 took the school, and for particulars see that report ; 22 
tardinesses, 10 dismissals. 


No. 8, Bosron Hitt. 


See Mr. Emery’s report, but I-will add. I think the teacher did 
well, and she made out a good Register, together with some sensi- 
ble remarks, which the members of the district would do well to 
read; 81 tardinesses, 5 dismissals. 
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No. 9, FLAGHOLE. 


Teacher one of the trained regulars. This school has been for 
many years blessed with No. 1 teachers, and now, as of old, the 
members of this district mean to have that class. The school was 
long, and her Register speaks volumes for herself, the school, schol- 
ars and district; 13 tardinesses, 15 dismissals. 


No. 10, Porrsmovutn. 


I can speak of this school in no better way than to insert the re- 
marks of the able teacher who took the school in the midst of a riot. 
He says: ‘Owing toa general unpleasantness, Mr. James who 
commenced the school, left it at the close of the third week, and I 
found it somewhat demoralized. Less than 40 scholars were dis- 
tributed into 48 classes. The school generally was imbued with the 
idea that a teacher was an animal to be cheated and evaded as much 
as possible, that he had no control over children outside the school- 
room, and that the chief end of boys, if not of men, was to get rid 
of all work possible. It has been my aim to teach the school de- 
cency and order at recess and noon-times, as well as in school hours, 
and to get all the solid, telling work out of it which I could, and I 
have succeeded better than I expected. The school needs steady 
government and hard work, having these there need be no trouble 
with it. The large scholars, especially, have done and_ learned re- 
markably well. As regards visiting the school, parents show a sub- 
lime indifference, and irregular attendance in many cases neutralizes 
all efforts of the teachings.” 338 tardinesses, 39 dismissals. 


No. 11, Tucker Mountain. 
This was a nice little school. ‘Teacher, scholars and all did well, 
I would suggest, however, that the ‘‘attic rhyme” be remembered, 


‘‘Let every foreign tongue alone, 
Till you can read and spell your own.’’ 


2 tardinesses, 7 dismissals. 


No. 12, Back Roap. 


Young teacher. I only saw the school nearits close. She looked 
as though she could do well, and was willing to try. 15 tardinesses, 
7 dismissals. | 
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No. 13, Emery Roan. 


One of the trained regulars taught this school. She knows how. 
11 tardinesses, 23 dismissals. 

‘‘Thus endeth the reading of the first lesson.” 

Our schools still continue to diminish in numbers—marriages are 
less common than of old—and even in one district where the most 
of that in town has been done, the children, ‘‘O, where are they 9?
